Nic Close is a young man who has spent most 
of the past eight years touring the U.S. and 
Europe with several well known alternative 
bands. At 22, he has learned enough about 
concert production and road management 
that such bands as the Dharma Bums, 
Camper Van Beethoven, and Sonic Youth 
often rely on his services. Nic lives in 
Portland, Oregon, but is presently on tour with 
Sonic Youth until Thanksgiving. This 
interview was done right before he left. 


NC: Well, what do you want to know? 

SS: Well, I'm interested in what you do. | 
hear you've worked with Camper Van 
Beethoven and Sonic Youth, as well as the 
Dharma Bums. What exactly Is It that you 
do? 

NC: Well, it really depends. For Sonic 
Youth, I'm doing guitars. I'm basically 
responsible for keeping guitars in shape. For 
Camper, | was originally just technical support 
on the road. It wasn't very specialized. The 
job was sold to me as just somebody who 
could give them a break after a show was 
over 

SS: Meaning what? 

NC: Well, just somebody who could start 
doing the real bonehead work, carrying things 
down and lugging them around, you know. If 
along the way, | could change a couple of 
guitar strings, well, so much the better. 

All my serious paying gigs have been 
being “glorified baggage handler” and doing 
guitar work. I've really shifted into that from 
doing just road work and sound engineering. 
SS: How did you get involved in this 
whole line of work? 

NC: Well, where | grew up, the Salem- 
Silverton-Keizer area [in Oregon], it's pretty 
small, and you rub elbows with everybody; 
eventually you keep running into the people 
that you want to meet. So, at one point, | 
inadvertently ended up at this fairly stupid 
party, and | was friends with the guys playing 
in the band. | think it was their first time they 
played out before. They were Perfect Circle, 
which was basically a permutation of a couple 
_ of guys from the band, the Watchmen, which | 
used to go and dance to all the time in a 
church basement in Salem. Both of these 
bands were more or less the Dharma Bums, 
with basically a different member, with Jim 
playing drums instead of bass, etc. And | had 
a real volunteer streak at that point. So, | 
actually started doing work for Perfect Circle. 
SS: What did do for them? 
NC: Basically just moving gear and packing 
pickup trucks. I, and a guy named Mark

Freeman... | think we were both just really 
fascinated with the technical end of things, 


‘and it was so brutally simple for those first 


shows, there wasn't a lot involved. 3 
microphones, and a PA head and not much 
else. So, it just sort of started. We became 
“Nic and Mark — the Sound Men". You just 
kind of grow into it -- or | anyway felt like | 
grew into it —- and I'm still growing to a large 
extent. 

SS: What did you do as "Sound Man"? 
NC: Well, titles are a very ephemeral thing. 
Tell someone you're a “sound man” —- what 
does that mean?- Well, for the first couple of 
years, | sat there and looked at knobs while 
these other guys set it up the way they knew it 
had to be done. It took me a long time to 
become independent in thinking. | certainly 
didn't start off immediately grasping all that, 
even though the actual equipment we were 
working with wasn't all that complicated. The 
first couples of time that Perfect Circle came 
to Portland, at the Satyricon Club or whatever, 
| wasn't really mixing so much as | was just 
riding volume levels, and just sort of living in 
fear of all the other knobs on the board 
because it was so damn big 

SS: So how did you learn to do it? 

NC: It took me awhile to get it. You just 
have to do it. Like with Camper, | don't 
remember being brutally incompetent, but | 
heard through the grapevine that it was like, 
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"How did you find Nic? He's such a good 
worker" or whatever. And the response was 
"Oh, well, we had to make him into that." | 
definitely didn't know how to tear down a 
drumkit in the beginning. There are tricks you 
leam. | think | had a pretty high learning curve, 
but there were definitely rough times. 
SS: How did you hook up with Camper 
Van Beethoven? 
NC: Um...basically, | was vacationing in the 
wrong place at the wrong time on the very 
dregs of my savings account. Some friends of 
mine had driven around California following 
this band, and we had so much fun. This band 
was going to do four tour rap-up shows in 
Atlanta, and when we all came home, and we 
were like BLAAAAHHHHH! That was SO 
great!!! We have to go to Atlanta! 

But | agonized about it for a long time. | 
went down to the bank, and | was like "I'm 
either going to deposit the $15 | brought back 
from this trip, or I'm going to take out $349 and 
buy an airline ticket to Atlanta.” And | sat there 
and sat there, and finally decided | had to go to 
Atlanta. 
SS: What band was this? 
NC: REM. So, there we were in Atlanta. At 
one point, we were driving around and pulled 
up in front of this restaurant. One of the people 
we were driving with leaps out of our car and 
jumps on top of this other car, that had these 
people that were just leaving the restaurant — 
and they were Camper's manager, Camper's 
bass player, and this guy that turned out to be 
our road manager later on. They all trooped 
oack into this restaurant with us to have some 
more drinks and whatnot, and | got sat next to 
Camper's Manager who's from Portland. We'd 
been introduced once before, but | didn't really 
know him. So | was sitting there feeling kind of 
stupid, as these nine people are all around me, 
you know, talktalktalk. And | was like, “uuum, 
uh, haven't we been introduced before?" But it 
was ok. 

We saw each other over the course of 
the four shows, and they were staying really 
close to the house | was staying at too. It was 
over a Thanksgiving weekend, so there was a 
day off between shows. We all went out that 


day to the Whirlygig Farm --- | don't know if 
(continued on next page) 
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you've seen any of REM's earlier videos, but 
there's a man in one of them who builds 
windmills basically, and he has hundreds of 
them made out of old metal scraps and 
aluminum siding, nailed together turning 
around. Anyway we went out there. On the 
way back, they were talking about Camper's 
next tour. | had known about Camper and 
thought that they were so big. | just assumed 
that they called a professional sound 
company and were just like "Send us a big PA 
and send us a six-pack of roadies". | wanted 
to know where they got there help, thinking 
maybe | could somehow hook up with this 
agency. But they just kind of looked at me and 
said, "Well, you wanna a job?”. 

So, that was the beginning, and six 
months later, I'm doing an April tour with them. 
We went around the country several times. 

SS: Wow. What about Sonic Youth? 
NC: Their manager goes out with Lisa 
Fancher who runs Frontier records, who has 
the Dharma Bums, so Lisa knew me through 
them. John also manages a band called Redd 
Kross and had offered me a couple of Redd 
Kross tours. | guess | established some 
credibility with Camper. | was known to John 
already. 

SS: Did you tour with Redd Kross at all? 
NC: No, | was out with Camper at that time. 
SS: Have you gotten many offers from 
other bands? 

NC: | haven't experienced that yet. Except 
for Redd Kross. When you're thought of 
primarily as a guitar guy, bands generally 
keep the same guitar guy. So for the two 
years | was working for Camper, besides 
doing the learning curve thing, | was kind of on 
tap and available just for Camper. So | 
haven't been really available. But it's not like 
I've been beating people away. And I've 
worked with guys who are at that point. Its a 
real cyclical thing. 

SS: Can you make a living doing what 
you're doing? 

NC: | have, in the last two years. Its weird. 
The first year | lived in Portland, | made a 
living doing music. But it was only a job that 
paid the bills, and that was it. The pay started 
out amazingly poor with Camper, but it did get 
better eventually. There seems to be no 
correct way to go about doing things in a rock 
and roll band. 

SS: What do you mean "correct way"? 
NC: Well, it's like, “This is what you pay 
people, this is how you structure their salary, 
this is what you do for them, this is what they 
do for you" But there's no real clear cut job 
description, until you get to the point where 
the logistics demand it. When you absolutely 
have to have somebody responsible for 
trucking, and you absolutely have to have 
somebody making sure that the band gets to 
their interviews on time ' 

On a smaller level, an independent 
level, a lot of the typical business constraints 
are broken in rock and roll. You're breaking 
artistic constraints and you're also breaking 
business constraints in a lot of ways. These 
are not the people who are used to dealing 
with an organized way of doing things 

enerally. Or they do Gipanize it very well, but 
they organize it according to their own life. 
And if you cart work within that, fine. And if 
you can't then you have to try to make room 
for yourself, and if that doesn't work then 
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you've got to find another band. 

SS: Do you see a future In this? Do you 
have a lot of room to grow? 

NC: In the work itself, no | don't think so. 
Personally its afforded me the chance to be 
employed for long periods of time and then 
kind of live off of the ill-gotten gains for an 
equally long period of time. 

SS: Meaning... 

NC: | can come home and be unemployed 
and do whatever the fuck | want for long 
periods of time. | don't have to work a 
"straight" job generally. 

SS: Do you see yourself doing this for 
quite some time? 

NC: | don't know. | don't tend to think that far 
ahead. I've seen people working in this 
industry who impress me a lot, who have 
made it their lives. 

SS: Are these people working for 
smaller, alternative bands necessarily? 
NC: No. They're definitely people working 
for the bigger groups. | love big-production 
rock shows. There's just a fascination with 
the process, with what goes on. Part of my 
favorite thing is closing up cases at the end of 
the night. Its a real basic thing; its a really silly 
thing, | suppose. But its just such a feeling of 
"Wow. This works!" Its amazing! | mean , 
you can collapse an entire stage, put it ina 
truck, take it somewhere, pull it out, and have

it all happen again. That whole process 
fascinates me. . 

For me, if | did stick with it, | would like 
to get to the point where I'm doing more of the 
logistics, which is definitely a part of me. 
Granted, | can be pretty spacey. But | would 
like to think that if | concentrate on it, | could 
be good at it. 

SS: Have you done very much of that? 
NC: I don't know. | mean! "Road Managed” 
the Dharma Bums tour [summer of 89] for six 
weeks, and | thought | did an ok job. 

SS: What did Road Managing involve? 
NC: That's yet another nebulous title. For 
the Dharma Bums, it meant being a liaison 
everyday between the booking agent and the 
label, and the club and the radio station, and 
taking care of whatever. 

SS: Did you tear down the stage every 


. night as well? : 
. NC: Yeah, on the Dharma Bums tour, the 


toad manager and the house engineer were 
the same guy. And that was fine. 

The bigger the tour gets, the bigger the 
job description expands until one person can't 
effectively do all those things. 

SS: How many people were working for 


Camper Van? 

NC: We had three. Myself, the house 
engineer and the road manager. 

SS: Do you hang out with the bands 
much or share quarters with them or 
anything? 

NC: Well, again, that depends. With the 
Dharma Bums, we were all sleeping on 
people's floors. The first time | did Camper, it 
was splitting double beds each night. 
Everybody lived out of everybody else's 
armpit. 

SS: What was it like with Sonic Youth? 
NC: The Sonics were really into shopping 
and driving themselves around. They are 
really kind of a unit in-and-among themselves. 
The crew had gotten to the point where we 
just drove around with the equipment. 

| did the first month of summer going out 
on the road with a band called Big Dipper. 
They were almost the most fun I've ever had 
on the road. The guys are all amazingly cool, 
a really good band. Again, its different for 
every band. 

SS: What was it like doing the Europe tou 
r with Camper Van? Are there many 
difference between touring in Europe vs. 
the States? ; 

NC: Itwasa lot harder. There were a lot of 
differences in the process. In England, for 
example, there were a couple of guys to help 
me at each venue, but they were simply truck 
loaders. The idea in the states is that those 
guys also help you set things up. In England, 
they were just truck loaders. They get your 
stuff onto the stage and they don't touch it 
again. A lot of places, people like that 
wouldn't even be there. Sometimes that's true 
in the states, but it was all just more 
compounded by the fact that everything is 
different. 

Camper's tour through Europe was 
routed amazingly poorly, unfortunately. That's 
just the way it was. There are some tours 
which fall together just beautifully like pearls 
on a string. And then there are tours like that 
one which was the complete opposite. 

SS: Didn't Camper break up on that tour? 
NC: Uh huh. 

SS: Was It near the end? — 

NC: We had seven shows left. | got paid for 
8 weeks but only worked 6. We actually 
finished maybe six and a half weeks, and in 


_ that time we had one break. 


SS: Wow, that sounds pretty grueling. 
NC: It's like that in the states, too. 

So, it wasn't like trip-the-night-fantastic 
through Europe. For the most part it was a 
sweaty tour, "see the hell-holes of Europe” . It 
was just "Oh, there's Copenhagen, there's 
Stockholm” as you drive by. Its a good thing 
to travel like that, but on that tour, or indeed on 
tours in general, there just wasn't time to relax 
and have fun. You don't really get to know a 
place. 

The biggest problem | guess | had being 
in Europe, was just trying to find food and feel 
full. At least in America, its pretty much 
designed as a 24-hour thing. There's always 
"Denny's". Its not a hassle to try to find food. 
And if you're traveling lackadaisically through 
Europe, I've read some really great books that 
say “The language barrier is bullshit. Don't 
worry about it. Just do it." | really think that’s 
probably true, but when you got to get from 
Cologne to Munich, and you've got to eat 
somewhere along the way, and you're at a 


strange roadstop, and you're not sure what 
money your using today, and all that, it can be 
really draining. You use up your energy up a 
lot faster — at least we did on that tour. 

SS: Do you think that's one of the 
reasons Camper fell apart, the stress of it 
all, or is it something more personal that 
we shouldn't get into here? 

NC: | certainly have a lot of theories about it. 
No one really knows. Yeah, | mean, that tour 
turned out to be so stressful. It could've been 
something that broke the camel's back, butit 
wasn't simply that. 


SS: What makes it all worthwhile for 
you? 

NC: For me, the one really great thing about 
having the chance to go out on tour, is that it's 
always an amazing learning experience. It 
may be silly, but after you go around the 
states enough times, or even once, it 
broadens your perspective. For all the not- 
getting-to-see-very-much of the given cities, 
you can get a real feeling of being tied into all 
these places and suddenly, even if its not until 
you get back, you feel more a part of the 
country as a whole. 

When | first started touring, | had a 
really dim view of America in general. We 
went to all of America's major cities, in the 
middle of a brutally hot summer, and we were 
either under layers of smog or it was 
immensely hot or whatever. | arrived in New 
York and called a friend of mine and said “I 
hate this place. It's huge. It's amoral because 
its pumping out all this trash and its 
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completely out of sync and out of balance with 
the way the world should be” But then | spent 
the rest of the evening enjoying New York. 
SS: What accounted for this turn- 
around? 

NC: You just go somewhere and you 
experience it and you realize there are just 
some amazing people out there -- 
everywhere. We had amazing experiences 
everywhere. | discovered America is not a 
hateful place, and people aren't out to get 
you. 

Its helped me make a lot of internal 
peace. While part of my culture is toxic-waste 
dumping and horrible little wars in foreign 
countries for the almighty dollar and all of that, 
part of my history and part of my county is 
also amazing diners, and Fall in the east, and 
the south where people say “thank y‘all". 
There's so much great stuff that just doesn't 
make the evening news 

My feelings changed from “America 
was stupid” to coming to have a real respect 
for America and its people and the culture as 
a whole. 


SS: How can someone else get involved 
doing what you do? 
NC: Well, its a really strange process for 
everyone | know that's gotten involved. If you 
look at Rock and Roll as a culture in and of 
itself, its structured in so many different ways, 
that you usually back into it inadvertently. | 
don't know if there's a typical way to do it. 
There are some guys that go out and 
have lots and lots of money and buy lots and 
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lots of gear and then advertise themselves as 
"soundmen”, and maybe along the way, one 
or two of those guys leas what to do. There 
are guys who are just fascinated by the 
electronics, and begin with real nuts and bolts 
system and tear it all apart and put it all back 
together again, and then they're like, “well, 
now | need something new to do”. There are 
guys like me who just kind of backed into it, 
and can at least understand the concepts. 
And there's a lot of practice involved too. 

SS: What would you tell someone that's 
Interested In getting Involved in this work? 
NC: One thing | always tell people is, as fun 
a job as it can be, doing rock in roll is 15 
minutes of the most intense bliss you'll ever 
have, followed by 6 days, 23 hours 45 
minutes of just the most intense boredom and 
discomfort and unpleasantness you will ever 
go through. 

SS: Ugh! 

NC: Almost without exception. And for me, 
so far, those 15 minutes have been worth it. 
You see some really amazing things, you 
meet some really amazing people...but its a 
lot of really fucking hard work. And it takes it 
out of you, possibly like no other job. 

SS: How do you survive? 

NC: It seems to me the only way to make it 
work is just to do what you enjoy. If you enjoy 
hanging out with the people, then do that. If 
you enjoy having the chance to work on 23 
stringed different guitars every night, then do 
that. You must like a tour for some reason or 
you wouldn't be on it. e

There's a story which is 
individually true, yet valid on a broad--if not 
universal--basis. The music is honest, written 
to bring us the lyric and evoke the feelings 
spoken of in the words. These guys play well, 
with energy and vitality, and their concert is 
very likable. , 

When the chance comes to tell a story, 
these guys certainly let you know that they've 
felt the emotions and seen the sights related in 
their words. The singing is done well, giving us 
the moods and thoughts of the writer. 

Next up was CHRIS CACAVAS, formaly 
on keyboards for Green On Red. ‘Chris was 
standing up playing acoustic guitar. He was 
wearing a Harley t-shirt, and his boot was 
resting on a beer case. He didn't look imposing 
though, just very commandng. He let us into 
his world through the poems of his heart and

soul. And let us know that there was somthing 
to look forward to with every thought he shared. 

Cacavas doesn't play folk music, his is 
part of the growing acoustic rock guitar scene. 
As some music gets more technocratic, there is 
a growing appreciation for basics. The basics 
of Cacavas are the evocative words and "up- 
energy” music, played and sung with guts and 
skill, and leaving everyone with a boost of 
positive energy.” 

For a change in the mood for the night, the 
thrash-mosh hybird of A SUBTLE PLAGUE. 
These guys (they've recently added their first 
female member, Anna, on vocals) rip into 
everything with fierce intensity. Every song 
means something important to these guys, and 
it's not hard to tell why. The German-American 
(half & half) grouping of art school educated 
guys have quite a few stories to tell about how 
people in positions of power, both personal and 
political, treat others around them. 

No simple songs here, and every melody 
complexified and convoluted. This music is a 
little bit thrash-punk, a lot of industrial mosh, 
without the dance beat track. We are arrested 
by the angst and the earnestness of the 
performance. It's hard to take if you want pretty 
things. We all would like to dwell on the pretty 
things, but there are so many situations where 
someone external tosses us a log, that we have 
to wrail against these struggles so much that 
we can't enjoy the good things in the world. 
There's the message of A Subtle Plague. 

Last on was BARBARA MANNING, who 
gave us her high energy personality and 
soulfull singing to tell us stories of personal joys 
and troubles. The ensemble of backing 
musicians and vocalists gave us a great flow of 


music, tightly executed and nicely matched to 
the power of Barbara as a vocalist and 
storyteller. 

This night of music gives a view of the 
vitality of the San Francisco music scene, and 
of heyday RECORDS as one of its real 
representatives. Wer're not only bringing out 
funksters, but basic rockers, and storytellers. 
The large audience attending this event drew 
for lots of different groups, from punk to preppie 
and early twnties up to forties-ish folks. The 
more varied the music and the audience, the 
more valid the acceptance of the music. This 
musical event was not just for a select group of 
trendies, but represented a broud audience 
appeal. Thanks to the |-Beam for helping to 
give us this evening.

The crowd at New Max's was the usual © 
collection of university students, local 
musicians and regulars (not necessarily.

The old adage might be, "ignorance is bliss", but to the 
DHARMA BUMS, knowledge--along with honesty and a sense 
of: personal growth, form a much truer definition of the word. 
This is a band that seems to be in an almost constant state of 
evolution, both as individuals as well as musicians. In the two 


plus years since the recording of their last album "Haywire", the . 


Bums could probably fill a half dozen albums with the songs that 
they've written, with many of these compositions having been 
reworked and reshaped a number of times ("20,000 Tears" from 
the new Frontier album "Bliss" being a prime example). Thus, 
both of the Dharma Bums albums to date are much like 
collections of photographs--capturing a given moment in time 
without actually capturing time itself. While both of their 
weekend performances showcased most of the songs from 
"Bliss", the band still found time to play a number of old and/or 
unrecorded songs, which seemed to punctuate the prolific 
nature of the group. At a time when most bands would be 
content promoting a new album, the Dharma Bums refuse to 
stand on their past records alone. 

Saturday evening's show at the Melody Ballroom was a 
time of reacquaintance for the Dharma bums and their fans. A 
summer of recording and other album-related duties left the 
group little free time for local live appearances (an outdoor show 
a few weeks earlier being the lone exception). The hiatus in 
performing seemed to leave the band chomping at the bit to play 
on stage, but also a tad apprehensive about their fans reaction 
to both the album and the band themselves. More than once 
: leading up to the gig, lead singer Jeremy Wilson could be heard 
telling people, “Make sure you bring all your friends along with 
you to the show." Wilson needn't have worried. Hours before 
the Bums took the stage the line outside the Melody Ballroom 
stretched outside the building, down the block, around the 
corner and all the way to the end of the next block. It was the 
most people | could ever remember waiting to get into the 
Melody and a true test of the band's support (or possibly, a 
testament to the number of friends Wilson has). The one 
drawback to this large out-pouring of fan affection was that the 
venue seemed ill-prepared for being able to move the lines in 
any kind of expedient fashion. As such, an interminable amount 
of time was spent waiting to get inside (even after employing the 
old grade school lunch time technique of cutting in line next to 
your friends), which meant | missed all but a handfulof songs 
from openng act (and Frontier label-mates) the Young Fresh 
Fellows (with Dharma drummer John Moen sitting in). What | 
did see was an-energetic, spirited stage show from a group that 
never seems to tire of performing live. Having just seen the 
Fellows three weeks earlier (and being too drunk to remember 
much more than they played a cover of "76 Trombones" and that 
| had a really great time), | was hoping to have more of a chance 
to contrast the two shows. Alas, with the delay in getting into the 
building, my most vivid and enduring memories are still from the 
night of the drunken stooper--not an easy accomplishment to 
say the least. 

Following a set by another local band, Hitting Birth, the 
Dharma Bums took the stage to the kind of shrieks and screams 
that would make Cheap Trick proud to be back at Budokan. The 
band seemed slightly taken aback by the reception, but then 
launched into "Pumpkenheaa", with its opening Jim Talstra bass 
line and lyrical refrain of, "When I'm down, I'm down--When I'm 
up, I'm up" and any pre-show jitters they may have exhibited 


seemed to quickly disappear. For the rest of the evening, 
whether they were playing material from "Bliss", older songs off 
of “Haywire” or new compisitions “that we just wrote a couple of 
days ago and haven't played live before", they continually 
showed the strengths of a truly great band--and not always 
under the most ideal conditions (further evoking the irony of 
entitling an album dealing with loss, change, pain and human 
emotions, "Bliss"). The heat in the ballroom was unbearable for 
both musicians and concert goers alike, the sound, at times, 
disintegrated into a murky mush and the familiar contingent of 
stage divers were even more an anoyance than usual. Still, time 
and time again, the Bums managed to rise above all this with 
songs and presence that rediated warmth, humor and above 
else, honesty. Guitarist Eric Lovre's "You've Seen Fire", a 
tribute to his father (who was in the hospital at the time of the 
weekend's shows) was a particular high point, as was Moen's 
melancholy "Stayed Up late" and Wilson's yin-and-yang lullaby 
“A Place To Be." By the end of the encore no one could possibly 
have asked any more of a band, and label representative's in 


attendance from Frontier could be heard commenting that they'd

never seen a hometown crowd so devoted to a group before. 
The feeling, 'm sure, was mutual. (SIDENOTE: Upon returing 
home after the concert, | was treated to the following listing-- 
coincidental or not--in the evening's t.v. cabel guide): 

PUMPKINHEAD (1988) A grotesque demon is conjured up 
to avenge the death of a farmer's son. 

The following afternoon (Sunday), the Dharma Bums 
played a prearranged acoustic set at Music Millennium, a local 
record store in Portland. The hundred or so fans in attendance 
were treated to a looser and much less structured performance, 
filled with covers and the inside scoop on a new Dharma's 
composition (actually a well-known U2 song with the chords 
strategically rearranged). They also gave a lesson in the 
standard "Dharma Bum Songwriting Technique": first, a Lovre 
guitar riff, followed by a Talstra bass line, then Wilson's lyrics, 
Talstra still working out a bass line, Moen’s drum part, Talstra 
still trying to figure out what to pay on his bass, and finally 
assisted by Moen. The crowd ate it up and the band, fresh from 
the triumphs of the previous night, seemed to be having fun with 
it too. All 'n' all, a great way to end a weekend of "Bliss".

Dogs use unusual techniques and tremendous 
chops to play in a range of styles that would not 
be out of place along side the cinematic Jazz of 
John Zorn or the clever pop of XTC. 

Their three well-paced sets at New Max's 
covered this terrain, highlighting a number of 
songs from their recent album, "Ankety Low 
Day” and it's soon to be released follow up (on 
C/Z Records). Denio, a slight woman with an 
amazing vocal growl (reminiscent of the 
Sugarcube's Bjork or Louis Armstrong 
depending on your age or your choice of 
analogies), stood as a commanding presence, 
focused simgle-mindedly on her music. The 
apparent ease with which she would sail into 
her vibrato-less upper register or dig into a hard 
sax lick made her.just that much more 
daunting. The lanky Chalenor's manner was 
friendly and inviting as he spun out elegant 
guitar phrases and goofy Belew-isms. It is 
enough of a compliment to drummer Will Dowd, 
that he played flawlessly in this challenging 
company. Not only did he move fluidly through 
the rhythmic gymnastics of the bass players, 
but also provided the kick that made many of 
the tunes not only interesting but rockin! 

But for all that can be said about the Tone 
Dogs' skill or finesse, it is (as with all 
exceptional groups) their songs and their spirit 
that set them apart in a world filled with great 
players. To hear them perform is to hear a 
rarified music that is free of sentiment on the 
one hand and sensationalism on the other. 
Their show in Eugene was beautiful in a way 
that might be described as holistic, with humor 
and funk, balancing clarity and sadness. Or, as 
a friend whispered to me during one song, "It's 
like feeling your blood circulate through your

As | stood, statue-like, on the dance floor, 
surrounded by sweaty, gyrating bodies, | 
couldn't help but wonder if my fellow audience 
members and | were partaking in the same 
musical experience. Likelier than not, the 
crowd was grooving to the incessant rhythms of 
the ever efficient hype machine, which has 
been working over-time of late, pumping out 
PYLON propaganda. 

I'm sure we're all well aware of how Pylon 
was the progenitor of the Athen's movement of 
the early ‘80s, which also spawned the B52's 
and REM; but to still lump these three bands 
together in 1990 is simply ludicrous. 

Pylon, at least on this particular evening, 
sounded both amateurish and dated. Vocalist 
Vanessa Briscoe Hay, who resembles a cross 
between Ricky Lake (of Hairspray fame) and 
Cindy Wilson of the B52's, flailed about the 
stage singing, or should | say wailing, in some 
excessively grating tones. The bass and drum 
duo of Michael Lachowski and Curtis Crowe, 
who were the most competent of the bunch, 
laid down some poppy, disjointed rhythms, 
while guitarist Randy Bewley added some 
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clamorous, mostly irritating, guitar textures. -

attributes were what made Pylon so unique and 
endearing (just like it was cool that The Sex 
Pistols couldn't play their instruments), but 
today, in an age when most musical paths are 
well trodden (this one in particular), they 
seemed incredibly passé.
